Nobel  Work  Paves  Way 
I For  Transfer  of  Organs

j STOCKHOLM,  Oct.  20— Two  scientsts  from  England 
; fcd  Australia  won  the  1960  Nobel  Prize  for  jMedicine  and 
'rliysiology  today  for  their  work  in  breaking  an  “immunity 
I barrier”  so  human  organs  may  be  transplanted  from  one  per- 
' }on  to  another. 

The  scientists  were  Prof.  Peter  Brian  !Medawar  of  Lon- 
4on  and  Sir  Frank  MacFarlane  Burnet  of  Melbourne.  They 
ft’ill  share  prize  money  of  $43,625. 

Both  IMedawar  and  Burnet  are  familiar  in  American  ac- 
lidemic  circles.  Medawar  lectured  at  Harvard  University  in 
1949  and  gave  the  Harvey  lectures  in  New  York  in  1957. 
'Burnet  lectured  at  Harvard  Medical  School  in  19-11.  at  Jolm 
Hopkins  Lhiiversity  in  1950  and  Vanderbilt  University  in 
U958. 

BOTH  MEN  ARE  specialists  in  immunology.  They  were 
! honored  for  their  discovery  of  immunological  patterns  in  the 
iiiuman  body  and  the  method  by  which  these  patterns  may 
be  overcome  to  pennit  transplant  operations. 

Burnet’s  experiments,  started  in  1949,  disclosed  that  the 
Human  body  will  reject  grafts  from  other  bodies  because 
jjhese  immunological  patterns  differ  from  person  to  person, 
iust  as  fingerprints  vary.  His  theory  was  that  these  patterns 
Are  developed,  not  inherited. 

MEDAWAR  AND  HIS  associates  affirmed  this  theory 
‘ n later  experiments  and  developed  the  ’’acquired  immuno- 
,-ogical  tolerance”  technique  in  which  the  body  “memorizes 
-!&reign  patterns  ihtroduced  pre-natally  and  will  thereafter  be 
ible  to  accept  them.

Bishop  Buehner 
Tells  Audience 
To  Be  Grateful 

‘‘Be  grateful  for  your  many 
blessings,”  urged  Bishop  Carl  W. 
Buehner,  a member  of  the  Pre- 
siding Bishopric  of  the  Church 
of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day 
Saints. 

Bishop  Buehner  spoke  at  the 
devotional  exercises  Wednesday 
in  the  fieldhouse.  The  A Cap- 
ella  Choir,  directed  by  Newell 
Weight,  provided  the  music. 

BISHOP  Buehner  stressed  the 
importance  of  patriarchial  bless- 
ings and  the  power  they  may 
have  in  shaping  lives  if  one  lives 
so  that  the  blessings  may  be  ful- 
filled. The  greatness  of  these 
blessings  w'as  indicated  by  two 
examples. 

When  President  David  O.  Mc- 
Kay was  a 13-year-old  boy  in 
Huntsville.,  John  Smith,  patri- 
arch of  the  church  and  nephew 
of  the  prophet  Joseph  gave  him 
a blessing.  He  urged  David  to 
be  prepared  at  an  early  age  for 
a responsible  position.”  He  pro- 
phesied that  he  would  “sit  in 
councils  with  the  brethren  and 
preside  among  the  people.” 

BISHOP  Buehner  also  men- 
tioned the  blessing  given  to  his 
father  that  “you  and  your  sons 
will  help  erect  temples  in  this 
church.”  Since  that  time,  the 
Buehner  family  has  done  con- 
siderable work  on  10  temples. 

W'e  should  be  thankful  for  the 
.great  missionary  work  of  the 
present  and  the  past.  It  is  be- 
cause of  our  conversion  that 
many  of  us  live  in  this  wonder- 
ful land.” 

Bishop  Buehner  told  his  audi- 
ence that  they  should  see  the 
things  that  have  happened  in 
areas  from  which  thousands 
have  been  converted  and  emi- 
grated to  this  land.  He  also  told 
of  the  hardships  of  living  under 
domination  of  Communist  rule.

American  prestige  abroad.  ! 

Democratic  nominee  John  F. 
Kennedy  contends  that  this  coun- 
try’s standing  overseas  has  slip- 
ped under  the  Eisenhower  ad- 
ministration. GOP  candidate 
Richard  M.  Nixon  asserts  that 
American  prestige  has  never 
been  higher. 

THE  POST  and  Times-Herald 
quoted  a source  as  spying  that 
in  nine  of  10  countries  polled 
by  the  U.  S.  Information  Agency 
(USIA)  “the  general  picture 
shows  that  without  any  question 
whatsoever  the  peoples’  confi- 
dence in  the  U.  S.  as  the  wave 
of  the  future,  as  a dynamic, 
growing  country  has  been  on  the 
decline  since  Sputnik  com- 
menced.” 

THE  POST  and  Times-Herald 
said  the  White  House  group  “is 
being  subjected  to  increasing 
pressure  to  keep  its  findings  sec- 
ret, at  least  until  after  the  elec- 
tion. 

The  newspaper  report  ap- 
peared just  after  the  State  De- 
partment and  USIA  appeared  to 
be  trying  to  keep  their  studies 
of  U.  S.  prestige  abroad  out  of 
the  Presidential  campaign. 

THE  STATE  Department  con- 
ceded yesterday  that  it  was  mak- 
ing a photographic  survey  6f 
U.  S.  prestige  overseas.  But  it 
said  the  study  would  not  be 
ready  until  mid-November  or 
later — after  the  Nov.  8 election. 

Kennedy  aides  have  asked  the 
USIA  for  what  they  understood 
was  a recent  poll  of  what  people 
in  other  countries  think  of  the 
United  States.  A USIA  spokes- 
man said  no  such  survey  had 
been  made  recently. 

HE  SAID  the  agency  is  receiv- 
ing “continuing  reports”  from 
its  overseas  representatives  on 
current  public  opinion  trends 
concerning  the  United  States. 
But  these  reports  were  not  vol- 
unteered to  the  Kennedy  forces. 

An  information  agency  offic- 
ial said  Chairman  J.  William 
Fulbright.  D-Ark.,  of  the  Senate 
Foreign  Relations  Committee 
wrote  USIA  Director  George  V. 
Ailen  a faw  days  ago  asking  for 
any  recent  report  on  U.  S.  pres- 
tige overseas. 

THE  AGENCY  wrote  Ful- 
bright that  his  letter  would  be 
shown  to  Allen  when  the  direct- 
or returns  from  a trip  to  Europe. 

Democratic  circles  are  charg- 
ing privately  that  the  State  De- 
partment photographic  survey  is 
designed  to  bolster  GOP  claims 
that  American  prestige  abroad 
is  high. 

THE  DEPARTMENT  explain- 
ed that  it  wired  30  U.  S.  diplo 
matic  posts  abroad  on  Oct.  12 
asking  them  to  send  in  pictures 
of  persons  lining  up  to  apply  for 
U.  S.  visas  or  appearing  to  ask 
questions  about  the  United 
States. 

“The  material  requested  will 
provide  graphic  evidence  of  in- 
formation reported  statistically 
by  our  missions  of  the  large 
number  of  people  from  all  over 
the  world  who  continue  to  wish 
to  come  to  the  United  States,” 
! State  Department  Spokesman 
^Joseph  Reap  told  reporters. 

I The  publication  said  some 
I members  were  described  as  feel- 
. ing  the  group’s  findings  are  “ter- 
rible for  U.  S.  prestige.”  The  pa- 
per said  other  members  were 
described  as  feeling  the  conclu- 
I sions  were  “all  a lot  of  bunk.

Robert  Anderson,  agricultural 
attache  to  the  American  embassy 
in  London,  will  discuss  the  agri- 
cultural economics  of  the  United 
Kingdom  Thursday  noon  in  168 
Brimhall  Bldg.  Mr.  Anderson 
will  emphasize  what  the  British 
market  means  to  United  States 
agriculture,  since  U.  S.  agricul- 
tural exports  to  the  United  King- 
dom amount  to  about  $450,000,- 
000  annually. 

ANDERSON  is  a native  of 
Provo.  After  graduating  from 
B.  Y.  High  School,  he  studied 
two  years  at  Brigham  Young 
University  before  transferring  to 
the  University  of  Utah.  After  re- 
ceiving his  bachelor’s  degree  in 
1928  at  the  U.  of  U.,  he  traveled 
east  and  obtained  his  master’s 
degree  at  George  Washington 
University,  where  he  taught  for 
two  years. 

He  worked  11  years  with  the 
Department  of  Agriculture.  At 
the  start  of  World  War  II,  he 
entered  the  U.  S.  Navy  and 
served  as  an  officer.  After  the 
war  he  was  assigned  to  the 
American  embassy  in  Germany 
as  agricultural  attache,  and  was 
later  transferred  to  Czechoslo- 
vakia where  he  remained  until 
1950.  After  1950  he  was  assigned 
to  Belgium  and  India  for  two 
years.  . 

Mr.  Anderson’s  address  will  be 
given  to  students,  faculty  and  the 
general  public. .

NIXON’S  advisers  jolted  him  out  of  this 
timing  to  some  extent  when  the  Quemoy- 
Matsu  issue  first  arose  with  Sen.  John  F. 
Kennedy  in  their  second  TV  debate  here  Oct. 
7.  Nixon  wanted  to  swing  hard  at  Kennedy 
on  this  one,  but  his  first  inclination  was  to 
v/ait  until  later.  Ilis  advisers  argued  that  is- 
sues are  highly  perishable  and  that  he  vyas 
losing  any  advantage  he  had  by  not  pressing 
the  attack  immediately. 

The  coming  week  should  see  Nixon  open- 
ing' up  on  other  issues.  Unde^’  his  timetable,

THE  VICE-PRESIDENT  at  this  point 
feels  his  chances  of  beating  Kennedy  are 
about  50-50.  He  freely  forecasts  victory  in 
partj^  rallies,  but  privately  lie  seems  to  feel 
that' neither  candidate  has  safely  in  his  poc- 
ket such  key  states  as  New  York,  California, 
Pennsylvania,  Illinois,  ^lichigan  and  Ohio. 

Nixon  is  stepping  up  his  attacks  on  Ken- 
nedy, but  thus  far  his  strongest  direct  blows 
have  been  in  the  field  of  foreign  policy.  The 
final  weeks  of  the  campaign  should  see  great- 
er Nixon  emphasis-  on  domestic  matters. 

THE  VICE-PRESIDENT  spends  most  of 
his  time  in  the  air  between  towns  conferring 
with  members  of  his  staff  or  working  over 
speech  outlines.  He  does  not  like  to  be  fenced 
in  by  a speech  text  because  like  Kennedy,  he 
knovVs  he  does  not  read  as  effectively  as  he 
speaks  extemporaneously. 

Nixon  feels  he  has  gotten  the  best  of 
Kennedy  on  the  Quemoy-Matsu  argument  so 
far.  And  the  GOP  candidate  was  not  expect- 
ed to  ease  up  appreciably  on  this  issue  just 
because  Kennedy  tonight  said  he  fully  ac- 
cepted administration  policy  on  Formosa, 
Quemoy  and  Matsu. 

ASIDE  FROM  Quemoy-Matsu,  another 
striking  thing  about  Nixon’s  campaign  in  the 
past  week  has  been  his  increasing  praise  of 
President  Eisenhower.  Nixon,  after  starting 
out  with  relatively  restrained  references  to 
the  chief  executive,  has  become  positively 
rhapsodic  on  the  point. 

One  of  his  strongest  applause-getters  in 
most  crowds  is  his  line  stoutly  defending 
Eisenhower  from  Kennedy  criticism  for  not 
having  attracted  as  much  world  interest  re- 
cently as  Soviet  Premier  Nikita  S.  Khrush- 
chev and  Cuban  Boss  Fidel  Castro. 

HOW  IS  NIXON  doing  overall?  His 
crowds  are  getting  larger.  He  had  a spectac- 
ular night  crowd  Saturday  in  Springfield,  111., 
more  than  20,000.  Some  republicans  claimed 
40.000,  but  GOP  leaders  in  the  area  spoiled 
tUe  effect  somewhat  by  forecasting  100,000 
the  day  before  his  arrival.  Speech  -crowds 
o|  this  size  are  not  developing  for  either 
candidate.  •

KENNEDY  believes  his  whistle-stop  trip 
through  IMichigan  greatly  improved  Demo- 
cratic chances  in  that  state.  He  is  more 
ful  than  ever  that  he  will  carry  New  lork, 
Ohio,  and' Pennsylvania  with  their  102  elec- 
toral votes.  He  also  campaigned  in  these  three 
states  last  week. 

The  Democratic  presidential  nominee  now 
is  hitting  Nixon  hard  and  often  in  his  speech- 
es. During  his  sixth  week,  Kpnedy  employ- 
ed a stringing  brand  of  ridicule  tliat  both 
steel  workers  and  students  applauded, 

LIKE  MXON,  Kennedy  tailored  Ins 
speeches  to  suit  his  widely-varying  audiences. 
But  mainly  he  hammered  the  idea  that  Nix- 
on  and  the  Eisenhower  Administration  had 
been  “indifferent”  to  unemployment  and  the 
other  economic  problems. 

Earlier,  he  tried  on  the  mantle  of  the 
late  Franklin  D.  Roosevelt  at  the  “Little 
White  House”  in  Warm  Springs,  Ga.,  where 
FDR  worked  and  finally  died  in  1945.  There 
and  in  Columbia,  C.S.,  he  boldly  spoke  up  for 
civil  rin-lits  for  Negroes — and  drew  applause. 

AT  WEEK’S  END.  Kennedy  claimed  that 
Nixon  had  “retreated”  from  his  stand  that 
the  off-shore  China  islands  of  Quemoy  and 
Matsu  must  be  defended  “on  principle” 
against  Red  agression.  Kennedy’s  claim  was 
based  on  a White  House  announcement  that 
both  Nixon  and  President  Eisenhower  are  in 
agreement  that  Quemoy  should  be  defended 
only  as  part  of  an  overall  defense  of  an  at- 
tack on  Formosa  and  the  Pescadores. 

After  their  second  TV  debate,  Kennedy 
felt  Nixon  benefited  by  using  the  “emotion- 
al” side  of  the  Quemoy-Matsu  issue — name- 
ly, that  this  country  should  never  surrender 
one  inch  of  free  soil  to  aggressive  Commun- 
ism as  a matter  of  principle. 

IN'  THE  THIRD  debate,  Kennedy  inject- 
ed some  emotional  argument  into  his  stand 
by  saying  that  no  American  boy  should  be 
sent  to  defend  “two  little  rocks”  which  he 
said  top  military  leaders  considered  “inde- 
fensible.” 

The  net  of  all  this  appeared  to  be  that 
Kennedy,  who  suffered  some  from  his  tech- 
nique of  short,  heavilj'-intellectual  speeches, 
was  broadening-  his  attack  with  better  effect. 
He  drew  wildly  enthusiastic  crowds  in  the 
steel  and  coal  industrial  areas  of  Ohio  and 
Pennsylvania  and  had  good  audiences  in 
traditionally-Republican  areas  of  Michigan 
and  other  states. 

Tlie  ’senator  was  understood  to  be  heart- 
ened by  ali  this  and  to  feei  that  he  is  increas- 
ingly fclrcing  Nixon  to  run  on  the  GOP  rec- 
ord. 

Kennedy  also  was  described  as  feeling  he 
has  been  successful  in  contending  that  Nix- 
on’s election-year  statements  do  not  jibe  witli 
his  off-election  year  performance  and  record.

BYU  Phone  Exchange 
Measures  Up  to  Task

Switchboard  lights  glow,  op- 
erators make  rapid  connections 
and  telephones  ring — this  oc- 
curs every  weekday  while  the 
Brigham  Young  University  is  in 
session.  In  January  1957  the  first 
dial  system  was  installed  for  off- 
campus  use.  Since  then  the  tel- 
ephone system  here  on  the  cam- 
pus has  grown  rapidly  and  stead- 
ily under  the  impetus  of  the  Un- 
iversity expansion. 

THE  EYEING  Science  Center 
used  to  be  the  center  of  the 
campus  telephone  system,  but 
when  the  dial  system  was  in- 
troduced, it  was  moved  to  its 
present  location  in  the  east  base- 
ment of  the  Smith  Family  Liv-  i 
ing  Center.  It  is  now  so  large ' 
that  it  requires  the  services  of 
four  full-time  supervisors  and 
seventeen  part-time  operators. 
Each  of  the  operators  is  a stu- 
dent attending  BYU.  The  in- 
creased load  during  the  late  af- 
ternoons necessitates  at  least  six 
girls  at  the  switchboard. 

Up  to  a year  ago  this  private 
branch  exchange  was  the  largest 
of  its  kind  west  of  the  Missis- 
sippi. BYU  was  deprived  of  this 
distinction  when  the  Air  Force 


installed  a telephone  system  that 
was  larger.  At  present  there  are 
Academy  in  Colorado  Springs 
about  4,000  numbers  and  exten- 
sions in  use  on  the  campus  and 
in  the  dorms. 

EVELYN  Christensen,  chief 
operator,  when  asked  if  the  cur- 
few hour  of  11  p.m.  was  diffr 
cult  to  enforce,  replied,  “Oh.  we 
had  our  troubles  at  first  and 
there  are  some  at  the  beginning 
of  each  school  year  who  try  to 
break  the  rules,  but  we  really 
don’t  have  too  much  trouble. 
She  further  remarked  that  only 
in  cases  of  emergency  will  an  on- 
campus  dorm  number  be  rung 
after  11  p.m.
